LASTING SPIRITUAL EMPIRE. 


"St. Patrick's coming to Ireland was 
Providentia.1. It was a time of univer- 
sal wreckage when old states crum- 
bled beneath fire and sword, when the 
civilization of Rome was perishing. 
During those dark and eventful days, 
one people was prepared for the work 
of regeneration and one land shone 
forth as the lamp of Western Europe. 
That people ivas the Irish race, trained 
in the school of their great Apostle! 
That land was known for centuries 
throughout Europe as the island of 
saints and scholars. St. Patrick there- 
fore holds a unique place in history.' 
He was the founder at one of the most 
powerful and lasting of spiritual em- 
pires, a great and noble apparition 
ujoa..the scene of .history.

This people he transform- 
ed into a race of missionaries/and im- 
planted in their hearts a leaven of zeal 
and deviation to religion which drove 
them to the very ends of the earth. He 
had studied in the very best ^schools 
of Prance and Italy. His first con- 
verts were among the learned men. 
Everywhere he spread 
the 
love of 


learning and m his travels he left broad 
tracks of light behind him. The night 
of paganism vanished and the idols fell 
before this man of faith. All classes, 
the king and the peasant, the 
slave 


and the freeman, flocked to his stan- 
dard. 
Noble maidens 
quitted 
the 


world, noble youths dedicated them- 
selves to God. Churches, schools and 
Episcopal sees arose. He lived to see 
what it was rarely given a missionary 
to behold—a whole people converted 
without the shedding of a 
drop of 


blood. And -as the old man lay down 
to die full of years, like the prophets of 
old in this as in much more, with the 
prayers and blessings of the 
people, 


whom he had often blessed, he left 
a 


land which he found In darkness to be 
the brightest jewel of the church.

history. r>erry for its sanctity, Glasnevin 
for the study of the Sacred Scriptures. 
There were manv others frequented by 
the children of Ireland 
and 
strangers 


ftom England and Europe 
If the re- 
proach of ignorance Is (jvery cast at 
the Irish people we need but to point to 
this from the death of St Patrick to the 
Danish Inxislon to refute it. When Ire- 
land was fVee from the attacks of any 
foreign enemv and whnn 
its 
destinie's 
were governed by Its own people it was 
truly 
the 
most 
enlightened 
land in 
Europe. 


GLORY WITH TEN-FOLD LUSTRE. 
"But the Irish were not content 
to 
treasure and preserve the precious heri- 
tage which St. Patrick had Intrusted to 
them. They went forth like the apostles 
of their Master to bear His message to 
the nations that sat in darkness. 
The 
glorv of Ireland shone with ten-fold lustie 
on the continent. The Irish monks were 
found In every land of Europe, their 
names are to this day cherished in 
France find Belgium. Italy and Germany. 
The subtle doctors and fervid preachers 
of this Western Isle were heard at the 
Court of Charlemagne and In the camp 
of Alfred; in the forests ot Germany, and 
on the slopes of the Apennines Churches 
enshrined their relics on the banks of the 
Danube and the Rhine. Pilgrims floclfed 
to their sanctuaries in tho black forest 
and the silent recesses of the Alps 
The 
vine-clad hills of Florence and the olive 
groves of Taranto resound to the praises 
of the sainted missionaries of Erin. AH 
authorities admit that it was the Irish 
monks who laid the foundation of relig-

and old age, become unable, to earn as 
much money as plaintiff 
thinks 
he 


ought to earn, so the wife now believes 
that she will be better off financially 
and religiously by getting rid of her old 


In the back yard of the property on 


Fillmore street, near Greenwich, 
the 


husband declares he has been forced to 
take refuge in a barn, and, with "dis- 
carded furniture he has made himself 
an abiding place; where he is now com- 
pelled to roost at night, while the wife 
and the children to whom he gave life, 
and upon whom he spent his substance 
when in his prime and vigor, and whom 
he endeavored to raise to useful men 
and women, sleep in comfortable apart- 
ments and warm beds."

ABOUT CIGARS 


Probably there Is not one tracker in a. 
thousand who would not be surprised 
and, in fact, incredulous if he were told 
that the color of a cigar is absolutely 
no guide to its strength. 
Yet such Is 
the case, -and a fact well known to cigar 
manufacturers and importers. 
The \ be- 
lief of smokers that cigars .of dark color 
are strong and those of a lighter shade 
are milder, is, in point of fact, as falla- 
cious as it is general. This is but one 
of many delusions harbored by consumers 
of tobacco, and which practical cigar 
men have smiled at and indulged from 
time immemorial. 
But of recent years the inclination of 
smokers toward light-hued cigars has 
ar.sumed the proportions of a "craze, 
and the producers are finding much diffi- 
culty in meeting the demand. The manu- 
facturers 
and -Cuban tobacco raisers 
would now gladly correct the error; but 
after having carefully 
classified 
then 
products under the style of claros, colo 
rados, maduros, etc., for decades, they 
find it next to Impossible to dispel the 
delusion. 
A maker of Havana cigars uses hut 
one grade or blend of tobacco in the body 
or filler of his cigars. Exactly the same 
stock is used in his conchas as in his 
perfectos; in his claros as in his maduros. 
After the cigars are made, however, his 
"selector" takes them in hand and classi- 
fied them according to the relative shades 
of. the wrappers. This is done to effect 
a uniformity In the appearance of each 
box of cigars, and to enable the dealer 
to readily indulge the whims of the self- 
deluded smoker.

Insasmuch as the wrapper constitutes 
not more than one-tenth of the cigar, it

JAPANESE TELLS 


OF JAPANESE IDEAS 


NEW TORK, 
March. 17.—Baron 


Kaneko Kentaso, formerly Japanese 
Minister of Justice, has been a puest 
of honor and one of the speakers at a 
dinner of the Unitarian Club of New 
Tork. 
.Speaking of the development 


of the mind and 
life of Japan, he 


pointed out that in every department 
of. Japanese life whether in industry, 
statesmanship, literature, 
education 


or war, the^e always come first a stage 
of blind and unquestioning imitation, 
later a stage of adaptation to peculiar 
Japanese needs and then originality 
or invention. As one sample, he cited 
the union of the ancient Japanese 
Shintoisni with the engrafted Budd- 
hism to form the present religion of 
Japan. 
"When the present dynasts came to 


the-throne with, the restoration in 
1S6S," he said, "the Japanese were in- 
deed backward in material progress, 
but their minds and intellects were'al- 
most as fully developed as those of 
occidentals. 
'Seek knowledge, dis- 


criminate and adopt the best,' was a 
principle of the new Emperor, and we 
tried to follow it. 


"We.looked to the United States 


soon after the advent of Commodore 
Perry,' our introducer to Western Na- 
tions.. Our government was formed on 
your plan. Dr.. David Murray of New 
Jersey became our educational ad- 
viser. 
Our postal system and our 


customs service were formed by: Am- 
erican citizens. 
Our army, was mod- 


elled on the German army, but adapt- 
ed to Japanese principles. 


"One. peculiarity 
of the Japanese 


mind is to form a policy for a country 
ahead and to meet with Anglo-Saxon 
practical, difficulties that arise. And 
as we try to be practical I can.assume 
you we shall never try to. take the 
Philippines away from you, as Some 
American recently said. Japan has too 
much, gratitude for this country ever 
to make, war upon it. Japan's ambi- 
tion is to engraft Western science on 
Eastern culture -and to blend the Oc- 
cidental and Oriental civilization into

NEW BICYCLE LAW 


HELD 


MATTER 
OF PROHIBITING 
THE 


USE OF SIDEWALKS UNDER 


' 
CONSIDERATION. 


To ride, or not to ride—on the side- 


walks. 


That's the question that is agitating 


wheelmen, members of the City Council 
and the community in general An ordi- 
nance prohibiting the riding of bicycles 
on the sidewalks, is before the Council 
and last night several citizens of promi- 
nence appeared before the-Ordinance and 
Judiciary Committee to urge its passage. 
It' was discussed 
at 
length,'but was 


finally laid over for a week., 


James P.. Taylor was the first to raise 


his voice against 
what he 
termed a 


nuisance. He declared, that Oakland was 
the only city of any .pretensions in the 
State to permit riding on the sidewalks, 
to the menace of the lives of the-aged, 
the halt, .the blind and children. 


"This thing ought to be stopped," he 


continued. "The ordinance 
requiring 


that wheelmen dismount or turn oft the 
pavement when" passing pedestrians is 
not observed. 


"Attorney Fry suggests that one side 


of the street be used by pedestrians and' 
the other by wheelmen. That would not 
be practical. You can't compromise such 
matters. There are sure to be more or 
les* accidents. The wheelmen arc becom- 
ing more careless 
all 
the time. My 


mother was recently knocked down, and 
had she received a broken limb it might 
have proved fatal, owing to her advanced 
age.". 


Wilbur Walker, secretary of the Mer- 


chants' Exchange, said a bicycle was a 
vehicle, and that a vehicle had no right 
on the sidewalks. He said the sidewalks 
were for-pedestrians and that the pres- 
ent ordinance was illegal. 


"I am aware that the streets are now 


in bad condition." said Walker, "and 
that it would be a hardship on the wheel- 
men to pass this ordinance,, but not to 
pass it would work a greater hardship on 
pedestrians." 
. 


E. C. Sessions and Hugh Hamilton also 


spoke in favor of the prohibitive ordi- 
nance. 


Councilman Wallace spoke in favor of 


the ordinance, showing the danger re- 
sulting from riding on sidewalks, 'and 
citing the instance of a man who was 
killed a short time ago in a bicycle col- 
lision. - The coasters used by children 
were equally dangerous, he thought, and 
measures should be taken to keep them 
off the sidewalks also. 


Dornin, who framed 
the 
ordinance, 


epoke also in its favor. 


Councilman Elliott opposed its passage, 


and as the result of his motion action 
was postponed one -week. 


The dairy ordinance was referred back 


to the Board of Health for further con- 
sideration in regard to the tax on each 
cow. 


It was recommended that the Board of 


Public "Works be requested to proceed 
with the construction of a concrete cul- 
vert over Cemetery creek at the Harri- 
son street boulevard.

The ,<Jemand was for five per cent 
of tills for rent of the plant, etc.; two 
per cent for taxes; ton per cent for ex- 
penses- and repairs, live per cent for re- 
turns on money invested, and one per 
cent for extensions nnd impro-vements. 
Secretary Mason advised that instead of 
the rirst live per cent mentioned, 
the 
company be allowed six per cent Interest 
on $53.000, as $10.000
